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Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1905,  234  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Ormesby  District, 
60  of  which  occurred  in,  or  on  the  way  to  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital,  and  ot 
these  50  were  imported  cases.  Deducting-  these,  the  number  due  to  the  District 
is  184. 

The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1905  is  1  1,265. 

The  death-rate,  calculated  on  this  population,  is  1 6 •  3  per  thousand,  which  is 
very  satisfactory,  as  the  average  for  the  last  10  years  was  18*4  per  thousand. 
(England  and  Wales,  05*2  lor  1905.) 

2i  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  registered  during  the  year, 
giving  a  mortality  rate  of  1  *8  per  thousand,  which  is  about  half  of  what  it  was  last 
year.  (England  and  Wales,  1*5.) 

The  births  numbered  386,  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  34'2  per  thousand.  This  is 
also  lower  than  the  excessive  rate  of  last  year.  (England  and  Wales,  27-2.)

6 1  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  (belonging-  to  the  District)  were 
registered,  resulting  in  an  infantile  death-rate  of  1 5 '8  per  cent. ,  calculated  on  the 
number  of  children  born  during  the  year.  This  is  the  same  as  last  year’s  rate,  and 
both  being  lower  than  any  of  the  previous  8  years.  (England  and  Wales,  12*8.)

The  first  of  the  following  tables  is  one  giving  the  total  number  of  deaths  and 
rates  of  mortality  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases,  and  from  other  causes 
during  the  past  ten  years.  2  deaths  resulted  from  Diphtheria,  6  from  Diarrhoea, 
2  from  Measles,  1  from  Scarlet  Fever,  1  from  Typhoid  Fever,  and  9  from  Whooping 
Cough. 

The  second  table  shows  the  deaths  occurring  in  two  groups  of  ages  from 
various  diseases  in  each  quarter  of  1905,  the  deaths  at  the  Hospital  being  arranged 
separately.  The  noticeable  feature  is  the  large  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory 
diseases  in  the  first  and  last  quarters. 

The  third  table  gives  the  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  past  10  years. 

The  next  table  contains  the  quarterly  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases. 

The  table  following  gives  the  births  and  deaths,  the  birth-rates  and  death- 
rates,  and  the  deaths  at  various  ages  during  each  quarter  of  1905.

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 


The  building  of  new  cottages  in  North  Ormesbv  and  Cargo  Fleet  is  still 
progressing  rapidly.  There  are,  however,  many  houses  where  overcrowding  exists, 
but  this  is  usually  due  to  large  families  of  children,  insufficient  bedroom  accom¬ 
modation,  especially  in  the  older  houses,  and  professed  or  actual  inability  to  pay 
more  rent. 

One  of  the  most  deplorable  features  of  many  of  the  houses,  or  even  whole 
streets,  is  that  everything  and  everybody  under  the  roofs  are  in  a  dirt}-  and  neglected 
condition. 

In  nearly  every  instance  this  is  the  result  of  long  continued  abuse  of  alcohol, 
which  causes  such  a  moral  change  (especially  in  women)  in  the  individual,  that  all 
natural  pride,  independence,  industry  and  sense  of  responsibility  disappears. 

The  children  born  in  these  homes  are  constitutionally  weak,  and  if  breast-fed 
often  succumb  to  their  diet  of  alcoholic  milk.  When  hand-fed  their  prospects  are 
even  worse,  as  their  frail  bodies  frequently  cannot  withstand  such  evil  conditions  as 
deficient  and  unsuitable  food,  insufficient  and  dirty  clothing,  dirty  feeding  appliances, 
and  unhygience  surroundings. 

It  seems  a  remarkable  fact  that  not  a  single  death  has  been  certified  as  due 
to  alcohol  in  your  District  for  the  last  2  years,  yet  I  should  estimate  that  from  ten 
to  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  were  due  indirectly  to  this  cause.  The 
Public  Health  aspect  of  this  question  seems  to  be  inadequately  appreciated,  but  if 
the  people  became  more  temperate  in  the  use  of  alcohol,  the  diminution  in  the 
amount  of  sickness  (both  bodily  and  mental)  and  the  saving  of  life,  especially 
infantile,  would  be  enormous. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  conditions  prevailing  are  much  the  same  as  in  the  previous  Report. 

There  has  been  no  flooding  during  the  year,  probably  due  in  part  to  the 
clearing  out  of  the  beck.  The  gullies  draining  many  of  the  back  passages,  especially 
in  the  newer  parts  of  the  District,  are  frequently  a  source  of  nuisance.  This  seems 
to  be  caused  by  much  refuse  being-  washed  down,  and  to  the  insufficiency  of  fall  of

the  drains,  allowing  them  to  become  partly  silted  up.  I  would  suggest  that  a  large 
boiler  be  obtained  and  these  gullies  be  systematically  flushed  out.  Considering  that 
these  back  passages  are  largely  used  as  play-grounds  by  the  children,  the  importance 
of  keeping  them  as  free  as  possible  from  obnoxious  effluvia  cannot  be  over  estimated.

I  regret  that  little  has  been  done  to  remedy  the  defective  drainage  existing 
in  several  of  the  houses  mentioned  in  last  year's  Report. 

ASHPITS,  cScc. 

The  newer  houses  are  all  supplied  with  pans,  but  the  number  of  middens 
remains  about  the  same.  Those  in  close  proximity  to  houses  should  be  speedily 
abolished,  and  if  the  others  are  allowed  to  remain  they  should  be  made  and  kept  as 
free  from  harm  as  it  is  possible.  They  require  to  be  made  water-tight  by  concreting 
the  floors  and  walls,  and  then  kept  in  a  dry  condition.  The  tenants  are  as  frequently 
to  blame  for  the  unwholesome  condition  of  them  as  the  owners.  A  rough  estimate 
gives  about  half  the  houses  in  the  District  served  with  these  middens,  but  more 
than  half  of  the  cases  of  diseases  likely  to  be  caused  or  influenced  by  foul  gases 
occur  on  these  premises.  One  would  expect  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  to 
be  most  affected  by  such  causes,  and  we  find  9  out  of  1  1  deaths  from  these  diseases 
in  houses  where  there  are  middens.

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The  notifications  received  during-  the  year  1905  were  80,  compared  with  71 
in  1904,  and  42  in  1903. 

The  majority  of  cases  wTere  isolated  at  home,  16  being-  sent  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals. 

The  Small  Pox  Isolation  Hospital  at  Seldom  Seen  has  been  pulled  down  and 

burnt. 

During  vacations  the  Schools  have  been  disinfected  by  means  of  a  spray. 

In  connection  with  our  visits  to  the  houses  where  there  is  infectious  disease, 
the  following  unpleasant  features  seem  to  be  constantly  occurring 

(1)  Leaking  or  wret  privy  middens  (see  Ashpits). 

(2)  Rabbit  and  fowl  keeping. 

(3)  Small  food  and  provision  businesses,  often  kept  by  widows  with  large 

families. 

Enteric  Fever.  —  Only  3  cases  have  been  notified,  and  one  proved  fatal. 
One  patient  was  at  Ruswarp,  and  another  at  Bishop  Auckland  at  the  time  the 
infection  was  probably  received. 

Erysipelas.— Ten  cases  were  reported  with  one  death.  At  10,  Leven  Street 
there  was  a  midden  and  a  filthy  backyard  ;  the  husband  of  the  woman  wdio  nursed 
this  case  took  Erysipelas.  The  patient  at  Lister’s,  Ormesby,  and  the  one  at  52, 
James  Street  frequently  have  attacks.  At  82,  Smeaton  Street  the  patient’s  wife 
spent  her  time  between  nursing  and  looking  after  a  provision  business.  This  was 
remedied.  A  case  was  notified  at  64,  Morris  Street — the  patient  and  2  other  sick 
children  were  lying-  on  a  couch  in  the  kitchen,  one  had  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  other 
was  convalescing  from  Pneumonia.  The  Scarlet  Fever  patient  was’  sent  to 
Middlesbrough  Sanatorium. 

Diphtheria.  —  Most  of  the  15  cases  Were  reported  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year,  and  two  wrere  fatal,  one  being  at  44,  Leven  Street,  where  the  back  premises 
and  the  ashpit  w7ere  in  bad  condition.  Two  cases  arose  in  the  North  Ormesby 
Hospital.  At  the  house  of  the  patient  in  Cargo  Eleet  Lane  the  drain  was  blocked 
through  neglect.  There  was  an  offensive  privy  midden  at  68,  Stovin  Street.  Two 
cases  (mother  and  child)  were  reported  at  34,  Hampden  Street.  The  case  at 
5,  Louisa  Street  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  as  their  were  5  other  young 
children  and  no  isolation.  A  second  case  occurred,  and  this  and  the  other  children 
were  injected  with  serum,  which  stopped  further  spread.  Another  case  was  reported 
in  Roseberry  Terrace,  Cargo  Fleet,  where  the  drainage  is  bad.

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year.  49  cases 
were  notified  with  one  death.  During  the  last  4  years  161  cases  have  been  notified 
and  only  2  have  proved  fatal.  Owing  to  the  mildness  of  the  attack  many  cases 
are  not  recognised  or  medically  attended,  with  the  result  that  no  precautions  are 
taken  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading,  making  it  also  very  difficult  to  trace  the 
infection.  On  several  occasions  when  visiting  a  patient,  another  child  is  found  in 
the  same  house  in  the  peeling  stage. 


Much  wilful  carelessness  is  also  exhibited  by  manv  responsible  for  the  isolation 
of  the  patient.  Advice  and  supervision  seems  to  be  wasted  on  some  people,  and 
1  am  afraid  that  nothing  less  than  one  or  two  prosecutions  will  teach  them  their 
duty  to  the  public. 


At  4,  Hymer  Street  there  was  a  blocked  drain.  The  case  was  removed  to 
the  Sanatorium,  as  the  parents  and  2  other  children  occupied  one  room,  with  another 
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family  in  the  room  downstairs.  Two  cases  occur  red  at  20,  Leven  Street  and  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  as  the  mother  was  notified  as  suffering  from  Puerperal 
Fever  3  weeks  previously.  The  case  at  26,  Hymer  Street  was  also  removed  as  their 
was  no  isolation  from  the  other  6  children.  The  cases  at  45,  Esk  Street  and 
59,  Morris  Street  were  removed  for  similar  reasons.  The  patient  at  6,  Cromwell 
Street  was  a  lodger,  and  worked  at  a  photographer’s  in  Middlesbrough.  There 
were  10  children  in  the  house,  and  so  she  was  sent  to  the  Hospital. 


Three  cases  occurred  at  36,  Moses  Street,  two  at  26,  Moses  Street,  and  one 
at  12,  Moses  Street  ;  the  latter  was  a  young  man  working  at  YVestgarth’s.  The 
children  at  No.  26  received  the  infection  from  those  at  No.  36.  At  9,  Alfred  Street 
there  was  an  untrapped  drain,  and  the  kitchen  was  used  as  a  small  sweet  shop. 
The  child  was  sent  to  the  Sanatorium  and  the  stock-in-trade  destroyed;  nevertheless 
2  other  cases  arose  at  this  house  at  intervals  of  about  a  week.  2  cases  occurred  at 
4,  Stovin  Street.  The  girl  at  54,  James  Street  was  a  school  teacher  in  the  Infants’ 
Department  of  the  Derwent  Street  School.  The  latter  was  disinfected.  Most  of 
the  first  cases  in  the  infected  households  were  of  children  who  had  never  attended 
school,  so  that  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  carried  on  independent  of  this  agency. 
About  the  middle  of  the  Christmas  holidays  there  was  an  increase  of  notifications  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  indicating  the  same.  There  was  an  untrapped  drain  at  4,  West 
Terrace.  The  case  at  15,  d  ees  Street  was  a  baby  ;  most  of  the  family  were  suffering 
from  sore  throats,  and  they  were  acquainted  with  an  infected  household  at  34,  Tees 
Street.  The  case  at  the  last-named  house  was  convalescent  when  we  received 
information.  The  patient  at  26,  James  Street  received  the  infection  from  one  of 
these  Tees  Street  cases.  The  cases  at  40,  Telford  Street  and  7,  Hymer  Street  were 
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removed  to  the  Sanatorium  as  there  was  no  isolation  from  the  other  6  young' 
children.  The  child  at  i,  Beaumont  Road  was  probably  infected  by  a  case  at  48, 
Jubilee  Street;  this  Jubilee  Street  child  was  also  notified  as  suffering  from 
Diphtheria  3  months  previously. 

Small  Pox.  —  A  young-  man  who  had  been  at  Gateshead  from  the  18th  to  the 
2i  st  of  February,  commenced  his  illness  on  the  4II1  of  March.  He  went  to  chapel 
the  next  day.  I  was  asked  to  see  him  on  the  7th  March,  and  sent  him  to  Hemlington 
Small  Pox  Hospital  the  same  day.  He  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  but  not  since. 
A  baby  in  the  house  was  vaccinated,  and  the  other  9  contacts  were  re-vaccinated. 
The  chapel  was  disinfected.  No  further  cases  appeared. 

Puerperal  Fever. — A  case  occurred  at  20,  Leven  Street.  The  midwife  was 
warned  not  to  attend  other  women  for  a  month,  and  her  clothes  and  appliances 
were  disinfected.  A  second  case  was  reported  in  Millfield  Street.  There  was  no 
midwife  in  attendance.  A  woman  died  from  Peritonitis  following*  miscarriage  at 
Cargo  Fleet.  This  was  not  notified,  but  should  be  included  under  this  heading. 

M  easles. — After  last  year’s  severe  epidemic  it  is  only  natural  that  there 
should  be  few  cases  this  year.  Two  deaths  were  recorded. 

Whooping  Cough. — -9  deaths  have  resulted  from  this  disease  and  its  lung 
complications. 

Diarrhcea. — There  have  been  6  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  5  being  in  infants  and 
1  in  an  aged  person.  Also  5  deaths  from  Enteritis,  4  being*  in  infants.  The  cause 
of  Infantile  Diarrhoea  (and  Enteritis)  is  contaminated  or  unsuitable  food,  therefore 
all  infants  should  be  (whenever  possible)  breast-fed.  Feeding  bottles  with  long 
tub?s  should  be  abolished.  All  feeding*  appliances  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  scalded.  The  milk  must  be  free  from  dirt  and  preferably  scalded,  then  covered 
over  so  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  dust  and  flies.  Great  personal  and  domestic 
cleanliness  is  needed,  and  all  bad  smells,  either  in  connection  with  drainage  or 
middens,  should  be  done  away  with. 

Phthisis.  —  There  has  been  11  deaths  from  consumption,  and  6  from  other 
Tubercular  Affections  during  the  year.  This  is  a  diminution  compared  with  1904. 

Pneumonia. — 40  cases  have  ended  fatally,  chiefly  in  the  1st  and  4th  quarters 
of  the  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  of  15*8  per  cent,  is  the  same  as  last  year,  and  is  a 
great  improvement  on  the  years  previous  to  1904. 


THE  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 


These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  the  great  majority  of  them  were 
found  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  construction  and  cleanliness. 

The  inhabitants  near  the  slaughter-house  in  Hack  Bargate  Street  complain  of 
the  killing  being  done  either  with  the  doors  open  or  even  in  the  back  street.  The 
tenant  promises,  however,  to  stop  this  practice. 

The  most  unsatisfactory  business  of  this  description  is  Mr.  Walker’s,  Pork 
Butcher  in  Smeaton  Street.  A  part  of  the  slaughter-house  appears  to  be  used  for 
keeping  pigs,  and  he  persists  in  hanging  up  meat  in  the  same  building.  The 
sausage  machines  are  in  a  dark  cellar.

MILK  SELLERS. 

The  premises  of  those  selling  milk  have  been  recently  visited  and  found  in  a 
cleanly  condition.  The  ventilation  is  in  many  cases  deficient.  We  have  had  no 
infectious  disease  reported  on  any  of  these  premises  during  the  year. 

INSPECTION  OF  FARHS. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  on  many  of  the  farms  during 
the  year. 

Long  Bank  Farm  and  Grange  Farm  have  good  buildings,  are  in  good  order 
and  well  kept. 

Whitehouse  Farm.  —  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  number  of  infectious 
cases  (especially  Scarlet  Fever)  were  reported  in  households  in  North  Ormesby, 
whose  milk  supply  came  from  this  farm.  An  inspection  was  made  early  in  March, 
and  the  sanitary  condition  was  the  same  as  outlined  in  last  year’s  Report.  There 
were  no  cases  of  sickness  either  in  the  family  or  amongst  those  milking  the  cows. 
The  cattle  were  said,  and  also  appeared  to  be  healthy.  Since  then  a  separate  dairy 
with  a  good  water  supply  has  been  provided,  and  the  pond  has  been  cleaned  out. 
The  cow-byres  are  in  good  condition  as  regards  lighting,  ventilation  and  cleanliness. 

Berwick  Hill  Farm  is  provided  with  good  buildings,  and  the  pond  is  much 
cleaner. 

Keld  House  Farm.  New  spouting  and  paving  enables  the  fold  yard  to  be 
kept  cleaner  and  drier. 

Hambledon  Hill  Farm  is  still  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition.

Mr.  Stainthorpe’s  Dairy.  —The  cow-byres  have  been  re  built,  and  the 
ventilation,  lighting  and  drainage  are  now  very  good. 

Mr.  Lister’s  Premises  are  in  the  same  condition  as  last  year. 

Spencer  Beck  Farm.  —  A  new  kitchen  has  been  added,  and  the  house  is  now 
in  good  condition.  The  cow-byres  are  being  repaired,  but  the  light  and  ventilation 
are  not  sufficient. 

Bottom’s  Farm. —  No  milk  is  sold  from  this  farm.  The  buildings  require 
spouting  to  keep  the  farmstead  dry. 

Mr.  Hansell's  Farm. — The  farm  is  about  the  same  as  previously  reported, 
except  that  the  buildings  are  more  delapidated.  The  situation  and  arrangement  of 
the  buildings  and  their  condition,  stamps  this  farmstead  as  Ihe  worst  in  your 
District.  The  water  supply  is  the  same,  and  from  a  sample  taken,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  poluted.  The  agent  has  promised  to  have  it  remedied. 

Mr.  Hanson’s  Cow-Byre  is  in  excellent  order. 

Mr.  Jackson’s  Byre  is  in  fair  condition. 

Town’s  End  Farm. — The  cow-byre  is  badly  lighted.  If  the  buildings  had 
proper  spouting  put  up,  the  fold  yard  would  not  become  so  offensive. 

Thorn  Tree  Farm. — The  buildings  require  repairing,  and  new  spouting 
adding. 


Brambles  Farm. — The  drainage  of  the  cow-byre  is  still  defective.  The 
buildings  are  going  to  ruins  for  want  of  repairs  and  spouting. 

Cold  Knuckles  Farm. — A  beginning  has  still  to  be  made  in  order  to  put 
these  primitive  buildings  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSMOPS. 


These  have  been  inspected,  and  full  particulars  concerning  them  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  this  Report.  Their  condition  as  regards  air  space,  ventilation, 
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cleanliness  and  sanitary  accommodation  can  be  reported  as  satisfactory.  No  case 
of  infectious  disease  has  been  reported  thereon.

UNSOUND  MEAT. 

A  strict  watch  has  been  kept  to  detect  any  unsound  meat  prepared  for  human 
consumption.  Only  one  case  to  which  suspicion  was  attached  has  arisen,  and

INSPECTIONS. 

The  following  complaints  of  the  existence  of  Special  Nuisances  have  been 
made  since  last  Report,  viz.  : — 

1.  — Unloading  of  Nightsoil  at  Nunthorpe  Station. 

2. -  Filthy  condition,  owing  to  being  unpaved,  ot  Back  Telford  Street  and 

Back  Thorrold  Terrace. 

3.  —  Foul  state  of  ditch  in  Mr.  Addison’s  Field. 

4.  — Alleged  Nuisance  at  5,  Langbaurgh  Place. 

5.  — Open  Man  Hole  near  “The  Black  Swan  Inn.” 

6. — Open  Man  Hole  near  Lincoln  Villa 

7.  — Open  Man  Hole  near  Gas  Works  Road. 

8.  — Absence  of  Sanitary  Convenience  at  Mr.  A.  Duff’s  Brickyard,  Cargo  Fleet. 
Number  1  was  at  once  dealt  with  and  discontinued. 


Number  2  has  been  paved  under  the  150th  S.P.H.A. 

Number  3  was  cleaned  out  by  the  owner  at  my  request. 

Number  4. — A  Committee  appointed  to  report  was  unable  to  discover  any 
cause  of  complaint.  The  owners  sent  workmen  and  gave  every  facility  for 
inspection,  but  nothing  was  found  to  justify  complaint. 

Numbers  5  and  6. — No  nuisance  to  report  upon. 

Number  7. — This  M.H.  has  been  sealed. 

Number  8. — The  owner  notified  and  convenience  provided. 


SCAVENGING. 

This  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  There  have  been 
comparatively  few  complaints  made  during  the  year,  and  these,  when  tested,  have 
mostly  been  found  attributable  to  the  negligence  of  those  complaining  rather  than 
to  the  workmen.  The  chief  cause  of  complaint  is  the  presence  of  an  abnormal 
quantity  of  slops  in  the  sanitary  pans.  This  1  am  giving  special  attention  to,  and 
have  succeeded  in  making  a  marked  improvement. 


FIRE  BRIGADE. 


This  continues  to  discharge  its  duties  satisfactorily.  There  has  been  onlv  one 
hire  during  the  year,  viz.  : — a  small  one  in  the  roof  of  premises  63,  Stovin  Street, 
the  cause  of  which  was  detective  brickwork  in  the  flues.  The  old  “lock  "  couplings 
have  been  altered  to  the  “instantaneous”  system;  two  additional  firemen  have 
been  appointed,  and  the  hydrants  in  the  District  are  being  revised. 


DISINFECTING. 

All  cases  ot  Infectious  Disease  have  been  promptly  disinfected  when  ordered. 
I  have  also  caused  the  Sunday  and  Week-day  Schools  of  the  District  to  be  disinfected 
during  the  various  holidays.  A  case  of  Smallpox  (Baldwin,  of  Ashgrove  Terrace) 
which  was  contracted  at  South  Shields,  was  promptly  secured  and  removed  to  the 
Hemlington  Sanatorium,  and  the  home  and  public  places  frequented  by  the  patient 
so  effectually  dealt  with  that  there  was  no  further  development.  There  was  also 
the  case  of  a  soldier  (landed  from  an  infected  Southampton  Troopship)  whom  we 
had  under  surveillance. 


“SELDOM  SEEN”  SANATORIUM 

The  entire  demolition  and  burning*  of  this  wooden  structure,  as  recommended 
by  the  late  and  the  acting  Medical  Officer,  has  been  carried  out,  and  arrangements 
made  with  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  for  receiving  our  infectious  cases. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  various  sewers  have  been  regularly  flushed.  \  he  means  of  doing*  this 
are  still  as  primitive  as  when  last  reported  upon.
